Dear Kr. Hoover* 



For approximately ten years there has been in 
existence in Puerto Rico a political group known as 
the Nationalist Party which aims to secure the separij 
of the Island from the United States in order that 
become a republic. During approximately the last, 
years the leader of that Party has been one Pedro^Albizu 
Campos, who is virtually dictator of all its policies anST 
activities* 



In recent years Albisu end other members of his Party 
have caused to be published in the local press numerous 
articles insulting the United States and it6 institutions, 
and endeavoring to incite Puerto Ricans against the United 
States. 


Since 1928 the Party has conducted throughout the 
Island a campaign of public speeches in favor of independence 
which constantly h a r p on the fact that the purpose of the 
United States is to exploit Puerto Rico and its citizens. In 
1932 or 1933 these speeches were supplemented by articles in 
the weekly newspaper known as "La NaciAn", which was publidied 
for some time. 


In the election of 1932 this Party obtained approximately 
5,000 or 6,000 votes of a total of approximately 400,000. •

In Ootober, 1935, Albiru Campos broadcast by radio 
a speech insulting students of the Universfy of Puerto 
Rioo* Students thereupon arranged a meeting at the " ' ' 

University to make a protest* Local police claimed they 
had discovered a conspiracy of members of the ^arty to 
break up the proposed meeting by gun-play* - As a result ; 
of the attempt of the polioe to stop various members, of u A 
the Nationalist Party from going to this meeting, an armed 
struggle ensued between the police end the persons they were 
arresting, which resulted in the police killing several 
members of the Nationalist Party* At their funeral Albicu 
Campos and several of his henchmen delivered orations which 
come very close to inciting armed insurrection against the 
United States and its established government here* 

Following this event, the Party began to publish a 
weekly newspaper known as "La Palabra", in which the same 
campaign of invective and insurrection has been continued* 







The Party maintains in most of the towns here a sort 
of militia, who wear black shirts to identify themselves and 
who occasionally gather for drilling* Recently the Party 
has set up posters requesting contributions for its so-called 
tt Li‘oerating Army" urging immediate enrollment therein* 

Albisu Campos in undoubtedly planning to U6e the coming 
elections in November, 1936, a6 a focal point for his activi- 
ties* The situation has reached such a stage that both the 
Governor of Puerto Rico and the Head of the Bureau of 
Territories and Island Possessions in the Department of 
the Interior have consulted me about it* In addition, the 
present Grand Jury ha6 inquired of me if any action can be 
taken by them in this matter* 



Without aiy detailed investigation thereof, it seem6 to 
me that some of the acts committed by Albisu Campos and his 
followers may very well be violative of Title 18, U* S* C« A*, 
Sections, 4| 6, 7, 8, 344| an d 345* 

I therefore believe it urgent that a Special Agent of the 
Bureau of Investigation be sent here at onoe to make an under- 
cover investigation of this situation before it becomes even 
more aggravated* If possible, the man who is sent should read 
and speak Spanish, and have the appearance of a Latin* I 
suggest that your agent interview me prior to beginning his 
investigation*

It appears that Pedro Albixu Campos founded the Nationalist 
Party in the year of 1921 j that its activities have gradually grown 
and that up to October 1935 the students of the University of Puerto 
Rico -at Rio Piedras were the "back bone of the novonont; that the party 
considered at first an insignificant group, aigaged firEt in the pro- _ - V 
paganda against Anericans and things American, -.is now assuming a *ixe- 
able proportion and is actually urging yourig men and women to enlist 
in the "Army of Liberation", the "Army of the Republic", in which 
regular military training is given. This "army", whether taken seriously 
or not, does actually exist. Companies of it are genorally trained 
in back yards and empty lots. The companies may be seen marching about 
the city streets. Its uniforms consist of white breeches, black shirts f 
and black over-sear ceps. These companies are not actually armed, or . 
at least, no arms are actually displayed during their military drills. 
Instead of rifles wooden sticks ere used. 

It is said, however, that these companies do have arms which 
^tre' concealed in various parts of the island and that the arms Ere 
smuggled into the island of Puerto Rico from the united States, Spain 
and othor American Republics, especially Cuba from which the Nationalist 
Party ia alleged of having imported a number of A B C members experienced 
in the making of bombs and other exposives. 

It is true that during the your 19i5 at least six bomb explo- 
sions occured in Puerto Rico, the said explosions having beer, attri- 
buted by the Insular Police to the *>e tionalist Party. It may be noted 
that while, the Nationalist Party was evidently responsible for the 
explosions,- no evidence was procured against the dynamiters. 

A rather sorious encounter between the Insular Police and 
members of the Nationalist Party occurred on October 24, 1935, when fcnir 
Rationalists were killed. The encounter was caused by certain National- 
ist leaders who, on that dato, appeared on the Campus of the University 
of Puerto Rico with tho evident intent of bombing a group of students 
of tho said institution of learning, who contemplated protesting against 
certain remarks made by Pedro Albizu Campos during a radio appeoh. 

Tihile tho incident does not indicate a violation of the Federal statutes, 
it 7.‘as related to Agents to impress that the Nationalist Party actually 
resorts to individual terroristic acts and bolieve that only by direct 
action and armed force the independence of the Island can bo brought 
about. - 


All the persons interviewed consider the activities of the 


National Party, their propaganda, their recruiting pan for military 
servioe against the "United States and their individual' acts’ of terror, 
very 6eriously. The said persons have remarked that the time hfts-..,-.r! X 
reached when something must be done in order to disband the party.;-.- 

Other parsons on the other hand, the United States Attorney 
included, believe that any drastic action against Campos -and fev; of 
his lieutenants might' seriously aggravate the situation as the masses 
would consiaor a prosecution of the leaders a .martyrdom and would, in 
all possibility, resort to desperate acta'. , _ 


such action should be taken by the Insular Police, oognizant of the '■ 
element which forms the party. Such opinion, however, is not that 6f 
vhe more pessimistic persons interviewed -who believe that the Party 
has been able to place individual members in police stations and even 
in National Suard posts ih order that they might disseminate tho idea 
of independence end D.ight, when the hour: of rebollion'-arrive^side 
with the Nationalist Party. 

It is generally believed that e revolution will be attempted 
in tho November 1936 elections.

Biography of Pedro Albliu Cwspos 

Some forty year* ago Fadro Albliu Campos, the illegitimate to” 
of Don Alejandro Albitu, a Spanish merchant and a negro woman named Campor 
born at Ponoa, Puerto Rioo* During hie younger days be was known as P^ro^ cpwoos 
and was a bootblaolc in Ponoe* He displayed considerably aptitude anc 
to be a lover of Amerioan institutions to snob an extent that Charles Horton Terry, % 
then Superintendent of Schools in Ponoe, and now Acting Secretary ty; Covernor * ^:^!; 
Tfinsbip and Comist loner of Ileeiions, .took a great interest in bin and with the 7^- 
assistanoe of other Amerioana, furthered his education* - Having completed the ’•?«' 
superior school in Ponoe, he enrolled in the University of Vermont, in the 
United States, and later obtained a ectclarship to Harvard University from whieh 
institution of learning he obtained the degrees of A*B*, C*B*, and L*L* B* 

In addition, Campos graduated in Military Seienoe from the Military Academy of 
Mas saohu setts* Campos speaks English, Spanish, Frsnch, German, Portuguese and^pp 
Italian, and aoquired, while in school, solid knowledge of Latin and Greek* 

Khen the United States entered the *orld Tfar in 1917, Campos ' 
enlisted as a private and having procured military training he was made a First 
Lieutenant in the Infantry* Due to his origin and color he ms assigned to a 
negro regiment which he resented, as Puerto Pi cans proolaim themselves to be 
white* He was transferred to Puerto Rioo* In Puerto Rloo he was also assigned 
to a negro Puerto Rioan regiment* He ebjoote ! to no avail inasmuch as a board 
of physicianr, oomposed of Anerioan and Puerto Pioans, concluded, after an 
exaril net ion, that Compos was a mulatto* The decision of the board embittered 
Campos to such an extent that he then began to hate America and Americans and 
immediately after the war he began s campaign of vicious propaganda against the 
United States and its Institutions and joined the Nationalist Party, aiming to 
bring about the ooaplete and unconditional independence of Puerto-P.ico by means 
of physical force, if neoeseary, . . 

It is eaid that Campos assisted De Valera in the struggle for 
Irish freedan and is employing the taotice of De Valera in hit aspirations for 
Puerto Elean independence* He has been a member of the Xatiocrllet Party since 
1921 and was elected President thereof in 1930* In 1927, having been eleoted 
to undertake a tour on behalf of the party In the various Central p.nd South 
American P.epublios, he absented himself from Puerto Rico for two years* It 
is alleged that he married in Argentina, his wife redding with him at present 
in Aguae Buonae* . ..

ORTIZ and RAFAEL ORTIZ PACHECO are one and the sane per con. It 
may be noted that a comparison of the signature of RAFAIL A, ORTIZ 
with the signature of R, ORTIZ PACHEOO, as it appears on papers 
seised during a search made at Uayagues, P,R,, revealed that they - 
the two signatures - are identical, A.c cording to Information given 
by the Hew York Puerto Rico Steamship Company no Anrricen citizen is 
required to have a passport for the purpose of visiting the Dominican 
Republic, The only tiling he is required to do is to sign the form 
herein mentioned.

The reason I am calling this article to the Bureaus attention 
is that if such false information is furnished to the local press by 
Nationalists in Ne'e York who visit Albizu Campos in the Penitentiary', 
that ti.ere is a good possibility thAt some feeble-minded and over-zealous 
Nationalist in Puerto Eico might believe that Albizu Campos was slowly 
ctrirg from confinement jin a Federal Penitentiary , and in order to square - 
natters might cc:x.it an act of violence in Puerto Paco against some high 
official of the Government, The second reason and more important one is~~ 
that such lies are being used as a basis to initiate propaganda and pres- 
sure against the Federal Government to secure the immediate release from 
prison of Albiaj Campos on the theory that his confinement is injurious 
to his health and will eventually culminate in his death.

to serve in the United States, Army on May 7* 1917 while he was still in the 
United States* He was^ planted to a first lieutenant and sent to Puerto Rico 
where he served in the 375th Infantry* He was honorably discharged in April, 

1919. 




PEDRO ALBIZU-CAMPOS testified in the United States District Court at 
his trial in 1936 that he had been elected President of the NATIONALIST PARTY 
OF PUERTO RICO at a national convention of the Party held in Sen Juan, Puerto 
Rico on May 11, 1930* At that time he stated that he was also President of the 
national council of the Party which was composed of representatives from var- 
ious districts of the island of Puerto Rico* The NATIONALIST PARTY began to 
flourish, and in 1932 the Party held seventy-eight meetings and ten parades 
during this year* At the national elections in 1932 the Nationalist Party 
polled only 5*257 votes out of a total of 363*657 votes cast in the election* 
This was the last time that the Party voted in any election* 

On April 16, 1932 while the legislature of Puerto Rico was in session, 
a meeting of the NATIONALIST PARTY was held in San Juan, at which the Subject 
and other Party leaders were speaking* It is stated that the Subject incited 
the audience to march on the Capitol building in an effort to force the legis- 
lature to adopt the Nationalist flag as the Puerto Rican flag* The crowd 
jammed the stairway in the building so that it oollapsed and one man was killed 
while twelve others were injured* This was the first act of violence which is 
credited to the Party* 






When the Subject’s. home was searched in 1956 after his arrest, a carbon 
copy of one of the Subject's speeches which he gave at Canovanas, Puerto Rico 
on August 11, 1955, was found. One of the statements contained was as follows; 

I "There is no reason that there should be postponed for a moment the duty to 
impose independence by force of arms if it should be necessary." 

Another passage from the same speech is as followst 

"Great interests are not defended with words. The word has a great 
transcendency, but it is the facts that count, and the country must be 
certain that we are disposed to seal with life the last words spoken by 
lour lips. The country has to arm itself. Independence is attained 
I with arms in one's hand. The country has to arm itself. Each man in 
* Puerto Rico must lend himself to defend its honor so that heroism will 
kiss them, so that they have no frailty, so that treason is dead, he 
is dead, in the history, on account of his cowardice." 

On October 20, 1955 PEDRO AU5IZU-C&MP0S made a radio speech at Haunabo, 
Puerto Rico in which he stated t 


"Some night, here, we will rise. We do not fear them. We have 
not seen the Yankee kindness; there is nothing more than banditry, 
the ruin of an entire country. There must be placed into the hand 
of each Puerto Rioan a dagger, an arm in order that he may inake valid 


the rights of his country; they may tremble today, but tomorrow tie 
fright will have passed. 
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In this same speech he insulted the students of the University of 
Puerto Rico calling the girls prostitutes and the boys sissies » As a result 
of this speech, the students of the University decided to hold a mass meeting 
of protest at the University to declare PEDRO ALBIZU-CAMPOS "persona non grata." 

The Insular Police, fearing some sort of interference at the students' 
meeting, prepared to defend the students* While the meeting was taking place, 
five members of the Nationalist Party drove up to the gates of the University 
in an automobile* One of the policemen recognised them and asked the driver 
for his driver's license. He did not have a license so two officers mounted 
the running boards of the oar and told them to continue to the police station 
for questioning* Without any warning, RAMON S.JPAGAN, the driver, took out 
his automatic pistol and shot the policeman who/ was standing on the left running 
board. The polioe car following the oar in whioh the Nationalists were pro- 
ceeding then opened fire on the Nationalists killing four out of five* Six 
automatics were recovered by the police from the automobile of the Nationalists 
in addition to one stamped "property of the U*S. Government." 

At the funeral services of the four Nationalists who were killed, PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS referred to them as martyrs and called upon the NATIONALIST PARTY 
to swear vengeance against the polioe who were tools of the Americans. In 
June 1956, ORLANDO COLON, one of the insular policemen who had taken part in 
the killing of the Nationalists at the University was shot through the back 
as he was entering his own home, the last shot being fired at him as he fell 
into the arms of his wife* 

On November 2, 1935 Subject gave a radio speech in San Juan, Puerto 
Rico. The censor at the radio station prohibited him from reading certain por- 
tions of his printed speech; however, the speech in its entirety was published 
in the newspaper n La Palabra" which was published by the NATIONALIST PARTY. A 
few of the censored sentences are as follows; > 

"Ifetionalism has organized and mobilized the vital strength of 
Puerto Rico to encounter the enemy. The nation has passed from pas- 
sive resistance to counter-attaok. The nation will resort to arms 
for the purpose of repelling it and desolving it. The entire nation 
has condemned these killings and it is firm in its resolution that 

( they will not repeat themselves* It is the plan to exterminate the 
Puerto Ricans. Nationalism has destroyed all Yankee inventions* The 
enemy has now left only the traditional arms of assassination* The 
country will vindicate the killings of its heroes, PAGAN, QUINONES, 
RODRIGUEZ-VEGA and SANTIAGO. The Yankee chief of police. Colonel 
FRANCIS RIGGS, had declared to the nation that there will be war. 

The Nationalism recognizes his frankness and picks up the glove* 

There will be war. Yf&r against the Yankees."

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These orders of PEDRO AIHIZU-CAMPOS were followed out and the Liberat- 
ing Amy of the Republic of Puerto Rico was organized* The cadets of this army- 
trained with wooden guns and paraded through the streets of Puerto Rico* 
Nationalist leaders with military training, who had been in the United States 
Army, taught - tha cadets military tactics* The general instructor of military 
science was JOSeWaHORAD&CUESTA. 

On February 23, 19^> Colonel FRANCIS RIGGS* the chief of the insular 


police, was on hjfs ■way home from church unarmed* Two member® of the NATIONAL- 
1ST PARTY, ELIAS JBEAUCHAMP and HIRAMl£OSADO, suddenly fired upon him without ? 
warning in an open etreet in San Jnan' t killing him almost instantly 4 The two . ^

COURT PROCEEDINGS AGAINST SUBJECT 


On Hareh 5# 1936 a complaint was filed before the United States Com- 
missioner, San Juan, Puerto Rico, charging the Subject, along with seven 
others, with conspiracy to overthrow the United States Government in Puerto 
Rico and to recruit an army for the same i purpose , in violation of Sections 6, 

7 and 88, Title 18, U.S.C.A* The others who were charged with this violation 
along with the Subject Were! JUAN AJJTONIOlfORRETJER, LUIS f/v»IAZ^UEZ, PABLQ 
■ROSAQ Of ORTIZ, CLEUENTE)lOTOfVELEZ , ERASMOIVEIAZQUEZ , JULIO H. {VELAZQUEZ and 
JUAN j GALLARDOjiCANT IAGO . On April 3, 1936 all were indicted bjl the federal 
grand jury, deal Juan, Puerto Rico* On April 7* 1936 they were arraigned be- 
fore the United States District Court in San Juan, Puerto Rico where they all 
entered pleas of not guilty and were released on $10,000 bond each* They were 
tried from July I 4 , 1936 to July 19, 193°. resulting in a mistrial* The re- 
trial was held July 27 to July 31# 1936 at which time all were convicted* 



During the trial AIBIZU CAMPOS alleged that when the treaty between 
Spain and the United States was signed in Paris, France in 1899, Puerto Rico 
was a sovereign, independent, and free nation* He stated that inasmuch as 
Puerto Rico was not a party to the treaty by which the United States invaded 
Puerto Rico, Puerto Rico was not bound to the terms of the treaty* He de- 
clared therefore that Puerto Rico is still sovereign in her national territory 
and that she is not a possession, property, or part of the United States, but 
that she is merely under military intervention of the United States* 

The exact terms of each count of the indictment on which the Subject 
was convicted are as follows* 

First Count* Conspiracy to overthrow, put down, and destroy by force the N. 
government of the United States and to oppose by force the authority of the \ 

government of the United States, specifically in violation of Title 18, Seo- \ 
tion 8, U.S.C.A* 

Second Count* Conspiracy to incite rebellion and insurrection against the 
authority and the laws of the United States, specifically in violation of 
Title 18, Section 1+, U.S.C.A. j 

Third Count* Conspiracy to recruit soldiers in Puerto Rico, to engage in armed t 
hostility against the United States and to open in Puerto Rico recruiting v ' 
stations for the enlistment of such soldiers to serve in armed hostility against 
the United States* specifically, in violation of Title 18, Sections? and 88 / 

U.S.C.A. / 
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Subject was sentenced by federal judge ROBERT i> COOPER to aix years 
on the first count; two years on the second count; and two years on the third 
count; sentence on the second and third count to be suspended end the Subject 
to be plaoed on probation for four years, to begin at the expiration of the 
sentence imposed on the first count* 

Although Subject was convicted on July 31# 1936# he did not choose to v 
begin serving his sentence inasmueh as wished to appeal his oase* Nevertheless :f 
he was oonfined to the Sen Juan District Jail on July 31* 1936 until June U, 

1937# At this time he ohose to begin serving his federal sentence inasmuch , 
as his appeal had been denied* On November 4, I 9 I+I he was offered a conditional 
release because of good behavior in the United States Penitentiary at Atlanta# 
Georgia; however# he refused to sign the conditional release papers in&smuoh as 
he stated that he would not sign any papers of the United States Government, 
preferring to serve his entire sentence and not he under any obligation to the 
United States whatsoever# 

1 Assistant United States Probation Officer, San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, advised that Subject *6 six year sentence would be completed on 
I w^June 3, 1943# at which time he would be released* He advised that the Subject 
f has already petitioned to be allowed to transfer his probation to the United 
/ States Probation Officer in New York City where he plans to reside immediately 
upon being released from the penitentiary*

On October 20, 1935, Campos made a radio speech at Kaunabo, Puerto 
Lico, in which he stated! 

"Soae night, here, we will rise* Vfo do not fear them. 

-c h ,--ve seen the Yankee kindness; there is nothing more than 
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banditry, the ruin of «a entire eountry. there mast be 
plaeed Into the hand of each Puerto 11 can * dagger* an 
in in order that he nay nofco valid the righto of hie 
conn try | they nay tremble today* but tomorrow the fright 
will have passed." 

In hie radio addroee of October 20* 1935* Compos insulted the 
■tudsnte of the University of Puerto Elco by referring to the girls attend- 
ing that institution as prostitutes sad the man as homosexuals. In order ~ 
to counteract his charges* the student body at the University prepared for jjgsl g 
a mass meetlag of protest to declare the subject "persona non grata." 
asauch as the Insular Police la Puerto Pico had received reports relative 3 
to a conspiracy on the part of Rationalist to break up this meeting which 
was scheduled for October 24* 1934, an effort was mads by the police to 
deter various members of the Party from attending this gathering. Infor- 
mation made available at that time reflects that the Chancellor of the 
Univereity of Puerto Pico* feeling that such a demonstration on the part 
of the student body night result in a controversy between the Rationalists 
and the students* asked the Insular Polios to send uniformed officers to 
that institution in order to safeguard the persons attending the meeting. 

The officers dispatched to the scene observed an automobile travelling about 
the grounds in which five known K&tionalist Party ambers were riding. I he 
operator of the car was requested to produce his driver* s license, and. upon 
his failure to do so two officers mounted the running boards of the car and 
instructed the driver to continue to the Police Station for questioning. 

It hat been reported that without warning, Ramon S. Pagan* the operator of 
the automobile* shot one of the policemen. Thereupon four of the five 
Rationalists riding in this car were immediately shot and killed by the 
Plo Pledras Polios. 

At the funeral services of those individuals who were killed* 
subject Campos delivered a stirring oration wherein he referred to them at 
martyrs and called upon the Rationalist Party to swear vengeance against 
the police "who were tools of the Americans." It is stated that the re- 
marks made by the subject on that occasion "cane very close to exciting 
armed insurrection against the United States and its established Govsranent 
in Puerto Pico." The aforementioned incident has since been commemorated 
on never al occasions by Campos and his Party, and on several occasions 
Compos referred to It as the "Rio Pladras Kassacrs." In June, 1936* 

Orlando Colon* one of the Insular Police officers who woe present at the 
time these Katlonalists were killed, was shot through the back as he entered 
his own horns. 

On Koveober 2, 1935, Campos gum a radio speech in San /win, 

Puerto r.ico , and although the censor at the radio station prohibited him 
from reading certain portions of his printed address, the speech was later 
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p*ti>lish*d 1 b It* entirety 1st th* newspaper *1* Pelabra,* the then official 
•rgu of th* Nationalist Tarty it Puerto Hico. The following tin aaong 
the statements Md* by Cenposx 

•latlonalis* has organised and Mobilised th* vital 
strength of Puerto Hioo to encounter the ensny. The nation 
ha* passed froa passive resistance to eounter-attack, The 
nation will resort to era* for the purpose of repelling 
it and diesolving it. The entire nation hat condemned these 
hilling* and it is f ini In It* resolution that they will not 
repeat thesselves. Zt la the plan to exterslnate the Puerto 
hi cans, nationalise has destroyed all Yankee Inventions. The 
eneny has nov left only the traditional eras of assassination. 

The country will vindicate th* killings of its heroes. Pagan, 

(Quinones, Eodriguer-Tega and Santiago. The Yankee chief of 
police. Colonel Francis Higgs, bed declared to the nation that 
there will he war. The Nationalise recognises his frankness 
ar.d picks np the glove. There will he war. War against the 
Tankees.* 

In order to fill crut the rank* of his "Army of Liberation, * 

Canpog and other leaders of the Party engaged in a canpaign for the purpote 
of recruiting trainees for this "Liberating Arsqr of Puerto Rico.* 

In the January 8, 1936 issue of the San Juan periodical *El 
laparcial,* Canpos published the folloving article*

Under the direction of Campos the Party established recruiting 
offices in earl on* Puerto Plena el tie* and tovns and called for volunteers 
to enlist in the *Ar*y of Liberation,* and at the sane tine requested con- 
tributions for the purchase of eras and amamltlsm* It is known that the 
membership in the Party grew to a considerable degree during this recruit- 
ment period] that aeabers of thle militant section of the Party vere seen 
on Puerto Plena streets several times meekly drilling in nceordanc* vith 
the directions of their leader* It has been reported that the new re- 
cruits were obliged to "take the oath of allegiance to defend and eupport * 
the Eepubllo of Puerto Moo against all enemies foreign and domestic* and 
mere made to authorise the leaders of the Party to dispose of their* the 
recruite* lives* if they* the leadare, see fit* if they* the recruits* be-

On Kerch 3* 1936, a conplalnt vet filed before the United States 
Commissioner, Sen Juan, Puerto Sieo* charging Canpos and seven other 
aeabers of the Rationalist Party vith conspiracy to OTerthrov the United 
St&tss Governnent In Puerto Rico, in violation of Sections 6, 7 and 88, 
Title 16, United States Code. On April 3, 1936* these Individuals were 
indicted by a Federal Grand Jury at San Juan* and on July 21, 1936, they 
vsre all convicted. 

The terms of each eount of the indictment on which Campos and 
his cohorts vore convicted are as follovti 

Firet Oounti Conspiracy to overthrow, put down, and destroy by 
force the Government of the United States and. to oppose by force the 
authority of the Government of the United States* specifically in violation 
of Title 18* Section 6* United States Cods.

Subsequent to hie conviction, Geapos eas eentenoed hr federal 
Judge Eobsrt A. Cooper to six years under count ones two years under count 
two j and two years under count three} sentence ea the second and third to 
bo suspended and the subject placed on probation -for four years, at the 
expiration of the sentence lapoeed under the first eouat. 

Caapos appealed hie ease and was confined to the Sea Juan District 
Jail fron July 31. 1936 until June 4. 1937, at which tlue his appeal was 
denied. Thereupon he was confined In the Atlanta Penitentiary at Atlanta, 
Georgia. On iTovaabsr 4, 1941, he was eligible for conditional release but 
refused to executo the necessary conditional release papers on the grounds 
that by doing so he would be recognising the United States Oorem&ent, and. 
In view of hit Rationalist beliefs, he could not acquiesce to these regula- 
tor y terms. After indicating his preference to serve his entire sentence, 
he retained in the Atlanta Penitentiary until June 3, 1943, at which tine he 


was released. 


Zanedlately prior to his release, Caapos petitioned the United 
States Probation Officer In San Juan, Puerto Rico, to be allowed to transfer 
his probation to the Probation Officer in Sew fork City where he plans to 
reside for several non the. 


Campos is reported to have been the guiding light behind all the - 
activities of the Katlonalist Party since Its Inception. He aided in the 
establishment of nuoerou* Rationalist periodicals and frequently contributed 
articles to thea. He is known to have disseminated both oral and written 
propaganda wherein he advooated the overthrow of the United States Government 
'by force and violence. Various reports have been received indicating that 
Caapos directed the political activities of the Party while Incarcerated in 
the Atlanta Penitentiary. It is definitely known that while confined to this 
institution, he succeeded in writing articles and In having thea published 
in foreign periodicals wherein he advocated the overthrow of the United 
States Government. 
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A1 though It v&t the adanant determination of Ceapos to serve 
not only mrjr day of hi a sentence, but also ovary day of hi a probata!

San Juan, Puerto Ileo, on July 31* 1936 for "ocnaplreoy to overthrow the 
United States G over nm en t by fores," and "conspiracy to lnoits rsbollien 
against ths United States,” and "eonspiraey to reeruit soldiers to fight 
against ths United States •" Both were sentenced by Federal Judge ROBERT 
A. COOPER to six years in ths United States Penitentiary at Atlanta, Geor- 
gia on the first eount j two years on the ssoond count j and two years en 
the third eount, the sentences an all counts to run consecutively end the 
sentenees on the seeond and third counts to be suspended and the defendants 
plaoed on four years probation, to begin at the expiration of the six years 
imposed on the first aount. 

On Bovember it, I9I4I both were offered conditional release from 
Atlanta Penitentiary, but they refused to sign the conditional release 
agreement. Therefore they were not released until their full sentence had 
expired. It is to bo noted that although they werf convicted on Ally 31* 
1936, they appealed their case and therefore did mot actually choose to 
begin te serve their sentence until June 4* 1937* However, they were eon- 
fined to the San Juan District Jail from July 31* 1936 to Juno 4, 1937*
